To which End they appointed one of the Subſcribers to keep a particular Ac- 


count of the Receipts and Pay ments: They agreed to meet every Wedneſday Even- 
ing to manage and carry on the Charity; and made ſeveral Orders for the Re- 
gulation of their Proceedings at theſe Meetings. Dr. Alexander Stuart, and 
Dr. Hilla Waſey (two of the Subſcribers) engaged to ſerve the Society (with-

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Meetings, at which their Incomes and Disburſements are ſtated and adjuited, and 
| the particular Accounts of each regularly kept; Patients admitted and diſcharged; 
and all the Affairs of the Society tranſacted by as many of the Subſcribers as pleaſe 
to meet together. The Phyſicians, Surgeons and Clergy giving their daily Atten- 
dance, and the Patients being carefully looked after by the Matron and Servants 
of the Houſe, under the InſpeCtion of the Society, and provided with proper Medi- 
cines, as well as with clean Lodgings, and wholeſom Diet; which the Society 
have found by Experience to be oftentimes as effectual, towards the Recovery of 
theſe poor People, as the Medicines themſelves. And here it muſt be remember'd, 
that, in order to make the Charity ſtill more extenſive, the Phyſicians, at ſuch 
Times as they have been attending the zfirmary, have freely given their Advice to 
Numbers of poor People recommended to them, over and above thoſe who were 
entertained by the Society, either in the Houſe, or as Out-patients.
